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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not discloses or render obvious a process, as called for in claim 1, for production of cumene 
by reacting benzene with isopropyl alcohol in a catalytic membrane reactpr provided with a 
polymeric membrane. The closest art - Haag et al (5,100,596) - discloses a process as discussed 
in the Office action. However, as argued by applicants, Haag actually does not disclose using a 
polymeric membrane for the alkylation. Further, as disclosed in the specification, applicants 
show in examples that using a catalytic polymeric membrane reactor yields a higher cumene 
selectivity when compared with the use of a conventional reactor.
